Our first major performance was Boston’s Jubilee 350 Parade. The sun 
beat down on our heavy uniforms as we watched our friends “drop like 
flies” from heat exhaustion. This did little to boost our confidence. 

Things seemed to get better as we perfected our field show, and at the 
annual M.I.C.A. Competition at Lowell we received a “superior” rating 
for our performance. 

The Band Jamboree gave us the chance to perform without the pressures 
of judges and inspections. The pride surged through our bodies as we 
snapped to attention for our home crowd and gave one of our best perfor- 
mances of the year. 

Our hopes of reaching the Cotton Bowl were dashed due to lack of 
funds. Instead we opted for Toronto, Canada. From the Drum Line Com- 
petition to the Parade Competition, where we became the International 
Champions, the trip was a victorious one. The enthusiastic welcome we 
received on our return to Abington will never be forgotten. 

Sophomore year there were two new faces leading us — Michelle 
Duguay and Shawn Reilly. Proposition 2/2 now made it impossible to 
attend away football games, so the spirit we had in the stands at home 
games was doubly increased. 

The high points of the fall season were the Music Bow! at the University 
of Massachusetts Alumni Stadium in Amherst and the New England 
Marching and Parade Competition at the Quincy Christmas Parade, 
where we won a nine-foot trophy and the title of 1981 New England 
Marching Band Champions. During the winter months, we performed at 
the State House on the National Day of Thanksgiving for the safe return 
of the Iranian hostages. 

In April, we left for Washington, D.C. to compete in the National 
irupny and many memories of the nation’s capital. 

Junior year began with Michelle alone on the podium. We were intro- 
duced to Bob Cavanaugh, who initiated the process of changing our style 
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as we entered into the NESBA circuit. There were new competitions, new 
judging criteria, and new fields to play on. We took many people by 
surprise with our success in this new scene and ended the field show season 
with a glorious victory at the Scituate Competition. 

We proved our skill as parade marchers had not changed when we again 
took the title of New England Marching Band Champions for 1982. 

The five-day, four-night trip to the Shenandoah Apple Blossom Festival 
in Winchester, Virginia, was plagued with mishaps and delays, but we still 
won six trophies. 

Finally, we were the seniors in the band. Michelle had two new assis- 
tants, Kenny Coburn and Eric North. Mr. Cavanaugh was back with new 
drills, many of which were more difficult than any the Abington High 
Band had ever performed. It took the dedication of the entire music staff 
to see that the moves were executed as written. 

We would especially like to thank Bev and Kim Drury for the many 
hours they have worked with the Flag and Rifle Squads and to Miss Kathy 
DiPasqua for the extra time she spent practicing with the Drill Team. Asa 
result of their support and dedication, the Color Guard had its most 
successful year to date, and we wish them luck for continued progress in 
the future. 

The biggest achievement of the season was retaining the New England 
Marching Band Champion title. 

Plans are under way for a trip to Orlando, Florida, in April. This will be 
our biggest trip yet and one which we are looking forward to eagerly. 

We have been through a lot together and much gratitude goes to the 
Band Parents for all that they have made possible for us. The band has 
touched each of our lives with both tears and smiles, and we shall all miss 
being a part of it. 

We would be “remiss” if we did not thank Mr. Smith for his patience 
and understanding when we thought we could not march another minute. 
We will always remember him and the thrill of hearing, “And now on the 
field .. . the Abington High School Marching Champions!”.
